DONE IN PHILADELPHIA

N INSTITUTION that enters upon Its
Amnt year of activity, It ssems to me,
might very well be called venerable,

but knowing the enterprising character of the
Franklin Inatitute aa 1 do, the térm vener-
aAble does not exactly AL, IL Implles weaknesn
nlong with respectability; It seema to echo
the past. But, while 80 years ago the Instl-
tute was the most progressive organization 1n
ity own field In thig country, go It 18 the very
Iast word in modernity In solence applied to
mechanics today,
And I write thie just beeauss 1 had my at-
tention ealled to the reopéning of the achools
of the Institute Inst week,

BELIEVE that probably half the popula-

tion of Philladelphia, (f asked, would con-
fess Lo a beliaf that the Institute was founded
by Benjamin Franklin, 1 do not know how
this iden got abroad, but 1 NAnd thera s n
girong Inclination to atteibute to Franklin
evenn more numerons achlevemenis than he
claimed for himeelf. But when It 1s realized
that the Institute is anly now entering upon
ite Plat yvear It will be nesdless lo arsire any

one that the immortal Ben had no hand in
Ite organization.
However, I feel sure that it was out of

compliment to the valuable contributions to
selence made by Franklin that the group of

voung men who formed the Institute took
pride In as==oclating his name with thelr
movement,

N 1524, when the institute was formed, an
Inspiring movement among young mo-
chanics spread over the eastern part of tha

country. It led to the formition of mechanica’
institutes. 1 helleve there were severnl of
them In this clly at the time. But It was

rather exclusive. Beeause of the stringency in
their qualifications for membership, the very
names of these organizations are forgotten,
but the name of the Franklin Institute is
held In high repute by sclentists all over the
world.

Samuel Vaughan Merrick, afterward one of
Philadelphin's most noted ironmasteps, found
himself, ns he once mentloned, the owner of
a workshop at 21 years, but without a me-
chanlenl edueation or with searcely a me-
chanfeal {dea. He belleved he could Improve
himself in order to properly superintend his
foundry If he could become a member of o
mechanies” Institute. He applied for admis-
glon to one of them. But Mr. Merrick waa
promptly blnckballed, beeause he was not a
mechanic, He was an emplover,

E COULD not say In 1824 what o man in
n similar position today could say; he
could not take his refection lightly and turn
his steps to a technleal schonl.  If he could
not share the information with these young
mechanies, he musgt settle himself ta learn
his trade and [ts secrets by the slow process
of observation in his own foundry. Mr,
Merrick did not ¢hoose to do that, but deter-
mined to interest others in the establishment
of an institute that would bhe founded not
only upon more democratic prineiples, hut
also wounld considerably expand the originanl
Idea nf mechanienl Institutes,

HERE are not many young men of 21
with the force of character or the neces-
sary Initlative for organizing such an asso-
cintion.  Tut young Merrick managed to
Interest such men as Matthias W, Baldwin,
whe, It must he remembered, had not yet
built his first lecomotive; James Ronnldson,
the type founder: D, James Rush, who
founded the Ridgway Library: Willlam H.
Kneass and Samuecl R. Wond, among others,
in his plan.
Consider  the method by which these
organizers ohtained an audience for their
meeting, They held it in what we now allude
tn an Old Congress Hall, at Sixth and Chest-
nut streets,  They selected and sent invita-
Haons to o list of 1500 names taken fram the
directory.  Unless you reallze that in 1824
there was no postal serviee such as we now
enjoy, you canndt appreciate the magnitude
of this attempt,

The meeting was ntienaed by a large num-
ber of young men, and within two weeks
there were eprolled between 400 and 500

members.
I.\' ITS sdeclared object—to promote and en-
courage the mechanle arts—the institute
even in its infant dayvs was true, Tt held the
first industrial exhibitions in this country.
Small as these were at the start, they grad-
unlly hecnme more important, and for many
vears weore  cantinued annually, atiracting
manufacturers and invontors from all parie

|

of the Unlted States. The exhibition the in-
litute held In 1874 In the old Pennsyivania
Radlroad frelghe dejpot, on the site of Wann-
miker's, ls remembercd  with pleasire by
